It Is pretence Instead of reali- 
ty. Therefore, If ono Is not real his 
fear of losing his reputation In Increas- 
ed In direct ratio to the extent of bis 
deceit The principal error of these 
Pkarlaaaa waa tkat tkap kid tka tratk 
aad at tka aaiad tiaa lataaad «a ka 
rnlad kjr tt tkmaahraa. Jaaaa 
manda a aaw paklletty (r. t) of aarr- 
tea aad ia tka p raaaaaa af tkIa Tnat 
arowd danooaeoa tkia k yp oa r l ay aa be- 
ing tin. He also says plainly tkat what 
tbay had been saying In darkneaa will 
be proclaimed from the housetops. 

Our Lord compares hypocrisy with 
leaven In that It Is the product of cor- 
ruption, it workii secretly, It infects 
tbo whole mass. (So hypocrisy will 
effect our whole life and conduct.) 
This leaven Is a sour spreading cor- 
ruption that ctiaiiRi s the whole charac- 
ter of a man. It cannot be hid. No 
amount of care can effectually cover 
our deceit. We may, for a time, hide 
our sin from men, but Ood knowa and 
in due time will publish it abroad (t. 
t): L Tim. 6:24. 

Warned by Jcau*. 
tl. Tha fear of death, vv. 4, 7. Such 
pnlriicity wlU and alway* has lad to 
paraecntlon, aad ao Jaaaa calls hi* 
diaeiplaa to aeaiagat Aarniag them 
tkat tkagr tear aat tkaaa wke kava 
powar oTor tka kodp, kat latkar to 
fear him wkoaa powar la aaar the 
aoul. Notlea tka asaaaar af address, 
"my frienda, fear not." Intimacy and 
courage are suggested. Look up the 
many times the Scriptures admonish 
us not to fear, I. John 4:18. Satan and 
man (v. 6) have power over the body, 
but they cannot touch the soul The 
Christian, b«wever, needs not to fear 
man or Satan, Isa. 61:12, Kom. 8:31, 
for tbo angel of Jehovah (the Lord 
Jesus) encamps about them that fear 
Jehovah (Ps. 34:7). Paul tells us that 
to depart from thia life Is again, PhIL 
1:21; II. Cor. 6:8. We have, tharafore. 
no cause to fear tka daatk of tka body. 
Ona only, Qod, kaa tka powar after 
daatk. to aaat tka goal lato kail (r.
